Pounded  by  W.  A.  Sisson  of  Rosendale,  Wis- 
consin, in  honor  of  his  mother,  Pamelia  Whit- 
comb Sisson,  1833-1920. 

Conditions  of  competition: 

1.  The  winning  variety  must  be  a peony  in 
a shade  of  deep  pink,  not  previously  introduced 
into  commerce. 

It  must  be  approved  by  the  judges  as  an  im- 
portant addition  to  best  existing  varieties. 

2.  The  prize  shall  be  open  for  competition 
from  May  15,  1921,  to  July  15,  1925,  unless  it 
be  awarded  before  the  latter  date. 

3.  The  prize  is  to  be  awarded  by  the  Nomen- 
clature Committee  of  the  American  Peony  So- 
ciety for  blooms  shown  at  an  annual  exhibition 
of  that  Society. 

4.  At  least  three  blooms  must  be  shown, 
with  not  less  than  15-inch  stems,  with  foliage. 

5.  The  winning  variety  is  to  be  named  Pa- 
melia Sisson,  and  a root  of  it  is  to  be  presented 
to  W.  A.  Sisson,

GREETINGS 


During  last  season  I became  convinced  that 
the  general  public  was  in  favor  of  divisions  in 
at  least  the  expensive  varieties  and  so  I began 
to  supply  the  demand.  I am  so  pleased  with  the 
plan  that  I have  decided  to  sell  nothing  but  divi- 
sions and  I am  now  listing  all  varieties  that  I 
have  to  sell. 

List  No.  1 covers  about  all  that  the  usual 
peony  grower  has  to  offer.  I will  furnish  a nice 
planting  root  with  at  least  two  eyes,  probably 
three  or  more  eyes.  Your  choice  at  one  dollar 
per  root. 

List  No.  2 covers  the  better  or  newer  and 
expensive  grades.  In  this  list  you  will  find,  T 
think,  all  the  best  and  up-to-date  Seedlings 
l^nown.  I have  all  of  Shaylor’s  and  Thurlow’s 
and  the  best  of  Brand’s,  Franklin’s,  and  Lewis.’ 
I also  bought  every  high-priced  peony  that  I 
could  find  for  sale.  This  I shall  continue  to  do 
from  year  to  year  so  that  my  list  may  be  depend- 
ed rn  to  include  anything  that  is  worth  while. 

I believe  you  will  appreciate  the  chance  to 
buy  divisions  of  these  rare  and  costly  roots  at 
about  rne-third  what  they  cost  me.  In  securing 
these  varieties  I have  spent  a little  fortune.  I 
have  bought  from  leading  growers  and  introduc- 
ers throughout  the  country.  I have  been  amazed 
to  find  a great  many  of  the  varieties  scarce  and 
hard  to  get  at  any  price.  And  again  I have  been 
amazed  and  made  sick  at  heart  on  receipt  of 
roots  which  were  decayed  and  had  sickly  eyes 
and  often  there  was  but  one  eye,  although  the 
root  was,  supposed  to  be  full-sized  or  a one-year 
plant.  One  has  to  take  it  or  leave  it.  I have 
made  the  prices  as  low  as  I possibly  could  for 
this  year  in  list  No.  2.  After  I have  had  time 
to  grow  and  multiply  them  I shall  be  able  to 
reduce  the  price.  And  so  as  I have  said,  I 
believe  you  will  appreciate  your  chance  to  help 


yourself  to  almost  anything  on  the  market  at 
one-third  the  price.  If  you  do  not  see  all  you 
want  on  my  list,  write  me  about  it,  I may  have 
it  or  can  secure  it  for  you. 


S03IETHING  NEW 


You  will  find  my  methods  of  doing  business 

quite  different  from  any  other  firm  in  this  line. 

First — I sell  nothing  but  divisions  and  these 
divisions  fit  the  price,  or  the  price  fits  the 
divisions. 

Second — I pay  my  own  expenses.  I do  not  ask 
you  to  pay  my  expenses,  postage,  packiiig, 
war  taxes,  insurance,  etc.  Upon  receipt  of 
your  order  it  will  be  acknowledged  at  once 
and  it  will  be  placed  in  your  hands  by  pre- 
paid express  or  Parcels  Post  insured.  I 
guarantee  safe  arrival  and  will  make  good 
on  an3  damaged  root.  Do  you  know  of  any 
person  or  firm  that  is  doing  or  will  do  this? 

Third — I will  give  a gratis  root  with  every  order 
in  this  way,  i.  e.  When  you  send  me  an 
order,  name  a number  of  varieties  that  you 
would  like  gratis,  on  a par  with  those  you 
have  ordered,  and  I will  be  sure  to  send  you 
ei  least  one  gratis  root  and  perhaps  more, 
according  to  the  size  of  your  order.  I ask 
you  to  select  your  own  gratis  root  so  you  will 
be  sure  to  receive  just  what  you  want  and 
you  will  be  saved  the  annoyance  of  finding 
that  I have  sent  you  something  that  you  al- 
ready have. 

Fourth — I do  not  send  my  folder  and  price  list 
to  members  of  the  Peony  Society  or  to  any 
person  or  persons  whatsoever,  except  to  those 
who  write  to  me  and  ask  for  it.  I have  no 
expensive  catalogue.  I run  a small  Ad.  in 
the  Flower  Grower  and  in  the  American 


Peony  Society  Bulletin.  I assume  that  any- 
one interested  in  my  line  will  write  me.  To 
others  I do  not  want  to  take  up  their  time 
and  I do  not  want  them  to  take  up  my  time. 
I am  busy,  I have  all  that  I can  possibly  do, 
but  I am  not  too  busy  to  give  my  business 
immediate  attention.  If  you  write  me,  your 
letter  will  be  answered  the  same  day  it  is 
received  here.  I do  not  go  to  bed  until  the 
correspondence  for  the  day  has  been  attend- 
ed to.  Do  you  know  of  any  person  or  firm 
in  the  peony  business  that  is  doing  or  will 
do  this? 

Fifth — When  I receive  an  order,  it  is  going  to  be 
filled  in  its  entirety  if  it  is  a physical  possi- 
bility and  filled  promptly.  This  last  season 
I did  exactly  this  with  every  order  I received. 
On  the  other  hand  I want  to  tell  you  what 
treatment  my  orders  received.  I sent  out 
scores  of  them  to  dealers  and  firms  all  over 
the  country.  If  I received  any  acknowledg- 
ment at  all,  it  was  at  least  a week  in  coming 
and  the  average  time  it  took  to  fill  orders 
was  from  two  to  six  weeks  and  not  a single 
order  that  I sent  was  filled  in  its  entirety. 
1 never  knew  what  I was  going  to  receive 
until  the  shipment  arrived,  and  every  one 
arrived  short  and  the  shortage  was  sure  to 
be  exactly  the  varieties  I needed  most.  Dur- 
ing th  last  of  the  season  I was  working  day 
and  night  and  became  near  a nervous  wreck. 
To  avoid  against  shortage  I placed  duplicate 
orders  with  a half  dozen  firms,  but  still  I 
ended  up  short.  Of  course,  I had  my  own 
stock  to  fill  my  own  orders,  but  I was  trying 
to  buy  new  stock  to  plant  in  my  garden. 
Unless  you  look  ahead  you  will  never  have  an 
up-to-date  stock. 

Sixth-  I am  determined  to  please  my  customer 
that  gives  me  an  order.  In  case  you  think 
th  eroots  I send  you  are  not  what  they  shoud 


be,  I want  you  to  write  me  about  it.  If  I 
cannot  please  you  and  we  are  unable  to  come 
to  any  agreement,  then  you  may  return  the 
roots  to  me  at  my  expense  and  I will  send 
you  my  check  to  cover  your  remittance.  I 
am  not  just  sure  if  I will  make  this  promise 
on  anything  but  the  expensive  roots.  I can- 
not spend  time  handling  cheap  roots  and  then 
having  them  refused. 


Please  read  the  foregoing  carefully  and  tell 
me  if  this  is  not  good  news. 

When  I come  to  buy  new  stock  in  the  com- 
ing years,  how  I wish  that  I might  know  of 
some  person  or  firm  with  whom  I could  just  give 
my  order  and  know  that  the  order  would  be 
filled  and  I would  not  have  to  give  it  a moment’s 
worry  and  could  go  ahead  with  my  regular  work 
with  a clear  mind.  There  is  nothing  like  that 
in  store  for  me.  Having  given  an  order  I have 
to  follow  it  up  with  weeks  of  correspondence  and 
telegrams  and  in  the  end  the  order  is  never  com- 
pletely filled. 


ABOUT  PLANTING 


Ordinarily  I need  not  say  anything  about 
planting,  but  so  much  has  been  written  lately 
about  it,  planting  too  deep  and  planting  on  top 
of  the  ground,  that  I fear  you  will  not  use  your 
common  sense. 

My  advice  is  to  plant  the  root  in  the  usual 
way.  However,  if  you  want  these  small  roots  to 
catch  up  with  a big  root  in  one  year’s  time,  you 
better  use  care.  Press  the  dirt  very  tight  around 
each  little  rootlet,  pack  the  root  in  the  dirt  very 
carefully.  Do  not  use  anything  but  good  garden 
soil.  After  planting  heap  over  the  top  with  a 
leaf  mulch.  This  will  protect  from  freezing 
and  thawing  and  serve  as  a drain.  In  the 


Spring  when  the  eyes  start  to  come  up,  see  if 
they  need  help  by  brushing  aside  the  mulch. 
When  the  stalks  are  well  up,  then  mulch  around 
the  plant  very  heavy,  I repeat  very,  very  heavy. 
This  is  to  protect  the  little  roots  from  the  burn- 
ing sun  and  retain  moisture.  If  you  will  do 
this,  you  will  find  that  you  will  have  a nice  large 
root  the  following  fall,  and  the  next  Spring  a 
wealth  of  flowers.  If  you  do  not  give  your  roots 
this  attention,  they  may  die  and  in  any  event 
they  will  not  do  well.  There  is  nothing  so  nice 
to  cover  over  peonies  and  all  over  the  peony 
field,  as  leaf  mulch.  Always  have  a big  mulch 
pile  ready  to  feed  the  small  roots  especially,  but 
put  it  on  top  of  the  soil  and  not  in  it.  Finally 
— use  your  common  sense  in  planting  and  add  to 
the  soil  the  things  you  know  it  must  have.
